“The  spirea,”  they  said, 
“have  not  been  scientifically  inves- 
tigated. Perhaps  they  only  seem 
to  have  more  blossoms.” 

Although  the  bridal-wreath’s 
blossoms  blanketing  the  campus 
with  waves  of  snowy  white  seem 
to  be  much  heavier  this  year,  it 
may  be  only  an  appearance,  accord- 
ing to  Professor  Laval  S.  Morris. 

No  measurement  has  ever  been 
made  of  the  blooms,”  he  said  “but 
it  is  likely  that  there  are  more  of 
them  than  usual.” 

Professor  Morris  points  out  that 


the  blossoms  are  formed  in  August 
of  the  preceding  year  and  that  es- 
pecially favorable  conditions  dur- 
ing that  time  would  load  the  bushes 
with  blooms  the  following  spring. 

Hmm,  not  much  satisfaction! 
The  question  was  put  to  the  bridal- 
wreaths  themselves.  The  answer 
same  shyly  and  softly. 

“We  bridal-wreaths  are  especial- 
ly planned  by  nature  to  adorn 
spring  brides,”  they  said,  “Every 
fourth  year  we  expect  more  brides 
than  usual  so  we  bloom  abundant- 
ly. It  is  a leap-year  gesture  of 
hopefulness.  So  far  though,  we 
have  been  very  disappointed.” 

But  whatever  the  cause,  the  up- 
per campus  has  been  covered  with 
gorgeous  snow-white  clumps  over- 
night.

The  Cougar  Grows 
In  Tennis  Strength 

This  editorial  has  cause  to  be  written  on 
three  counts.  First,  the  “Y"  tennis  team  de- 
feated the  University  of  Utah  racqueteers, 
throwing  the  two  schools  into  a tie  for  the 
state  championship,  providing  the  “U”  men  do 
the  expected  in  defeating  the  Aggies  today. 
Second,  it  is  the  first  time  in  seven  years  that 
the  Utah  team  has  suffered  defeat  at  the 
hands  of  the  “Y.”  Third,  it  is  worthy  of  note 
that  the  “Y”  forges  to  the  front  in  tennis  only 
one  year  after  adequate  court  facilities  were 
provided. 

After  losing  both  doubles  matches,  the 
Y”  singles  men,  Gordon  Snow  and  Howard 
Ballard,  took  their  singles  matches,  leaving 
the  outcome  of  the  meet  pending  the  decision 
in  the  singles  match  between  co-Captain 
Stoddard  and  Captain  Grant  Evans  of  the 
Utes.  In  a blazing  display  of  superb  tennis, 
Stoddard  defeated  the  Ute  captain.  It  was 
Evans’  first  defeat  of  his  college  career,  which 
closes  this  June. 

The  “Y”  tennis  team,  coached  by  that  per- 
ennial champion,  “Buck”  Dixon,  has  been 
fighting  an  uphill  fight  all  season  and  now 
have  an  excellent  chance  of  winning  the  state 
championship,  for  the  first  time  in  so  many 
years  no  one  cares  to  remember.  Without 
taking  any  of  the  honor  from  the  team,  it 
might  be  suggested  that  the  provision  of  ade- 
quate playing  facilities  added  the  final  touch 
which  previous  “Y”  tennis  teams  have  lacked. 
In  future  years  the  “Y”  will  be  a constant 
threat  in  Utah  collegiate  tennis  matches.  State 
championships,  if  not  this  year,  at  least  in  the 
near  future,  appear  likely.

If  such  a thing  is  possible,  Brigham  Young 
university  is  suffering  from  growing  pains.  It 
has  doubled  its  enrollment  in  a decade.  It 
has  rapidly  increased  its  facilities  and  the 
sphere  of  its  influence  has  been  greatly  en- 
larged.

Young  is  still  the  “friendly”  school,  the  uni- 
versity where  the  spiritual  side  of  life  is  stres- 
sed as  well  as  the  intellectual  side.

Brigham  Young’s  fame,  its  reputation,  de- 
pends to  a considerable  extent  upon  the  con- 
duct of  its  students.  Most  of  the  students  by 
obeying  the  fundamental  rules  of  living  as  laid 
down  by  the  church  are  helping  to  maintain 
the  school’s  high  standing.  However,  it  is 
inevitable  that  in  such  a large  and  varied  stu- 
dent body,  individual  exceptions  will  be  found.

For  the  first  time  in  seven  years 
the  Brigham  Young  university 
Cougars  defeated  the  Utah  netmen 
in  their  second  match  of  the  season 
held  last  Friday  on  the  “Y"  courts. 
Although  Utah  took  all  five  con- 
tests in  the  first  meet,  last  Friday’s 
victory  was  by  no  means  a surprise 
to  the  local  fans.  The  Cougars  have 
one  of  the  strongest  teams  they 
have  ever  had,  and  have  high  hopes 
of  beating  Utah  in  the  play-off  of 
the  tie  which  is  expected  to  result 
when  the  favored  Utes  meet  the 
Aggies. 

The  surprise  upset  of  the  day,  oc- 
curred when  George  Stoddard,  ace 
Cougar  man,  took  the  measure  of 
Grant  Evans,  who  has  been  king 
of  college  tennis  in  Utah  for  sev- 
eral years  This  match  came  as  the 
climax  to  the  meet,  and  brought 
out  some  of  the  best  tennis  seen 
here  in  recent  years.  Stoddard  lost 
the  first  set  after  leading  4-2,  but 
took  the  next  one  by  a 6-3  count. 
The  last  set  went  twelve  games, 
and  the  service  was  broken  five 
times,  three  by  Stoddard  who  won 
the  set  7-5.  By  this  victory  Stod- 
dard places  himself  as  a real  threat 
in  the  college  singles  tourney  to 
be  held  in  the  near  future. 

Things  looked  bad  for  the  “Y’' 
after  dropping  both  doubles  match- 
es, but  Howard  Ballard  came  bacK 
after  losing  the  first  two  sets  to 
beat  Bud  Raleigh  3-6,  5-7,  6-2,  6-4, 
6-2.  Gordon  Snow  then  put  away 
Dan  Freed  7-5,  6-4  by  using  his 
fast  drive  and  an  accurate  net 
game,  to  set  the  stage  for  the  Stod- 
dard-Evans  match.

The 
Val  Hyrics  took  second  place  in 
the  meet,  Mennell  Taylor  taking 
two'  first,  and  a third,  and  Herb 
Taylor’s  second  place  in  the  high 
jump.  The  Cavaliers  with  11  points 
were  third  followed  by  the  Brick- 
ers  and  the  Vikings  with  five  each. 

Records  were  erased  from  the 
books  in  nine  events,  proving  that 
Coach  G.  Ott  Romney’s  tracksters 
are  at  their  peak  for  the  all  import- 
ant State  and  Conference  meets  to 
be  held  soon.

Other  records 
set  were  George  Gourley’s  13  foot 
pole  vault,  Max  Andrew’s  time  of 
10.08.5  in  the  two  mile,  Mennell 
Taylor’s  1:59.2  half  mile,  Hugh 
Cannons  toss  of  153  feet  in  the 
discus,  John  Verney’s  heave  of 
46  feet  2 inches  in  the  shot,  and 
the  Tausig  relay  team’s — Schofield, 
Warner,  McBeth  and  Crane — time 
of  3:27.8. 

The  relay  provided  the  thrill  a* 
the  Tausigs  were  beaten  by  a slen- 
der margin  by  an  unaffiliated  team 
but  since  the  meet  was  the  Inter 
Social  Unit  the  Tausigs  were  timed 
for  the  record.

Young  Will  Defend 
State  Track  Crown 


Schofield  and  Brigham  Young  Picked  Over 
Utah  In  State  Cinder  Contest  at  Logan 
Tomorrow;  Utah  Aggies  Weak

Brigham  Young’s  tracksters,  23 
strong,  will  invade  Logan  Satur- 
day in  defense  of  their  western  di- 
vision cinder  crown  as  favorites  to 
repeat  their  last  season’s  victory. 

The  University  of  Utah  team  is 
conceded  a fighting  chance  to  edge 
out  the  Cougars  but  the  Aggies, 
host  team  for  the  meet,  are  aware 
that  they  have  little  chance  of 
winning  the  championship.  Al- 
though the  Aggies  lack  team  pow- 
er, their  strength  and  the  places 
they  score  in  certain  events  will 
have  a definite  bearing  on  the  out- 
come of  the  meet. 

Captain  Dale  Schofield  heads  the 
Cougar  aggregation  and  the  “Y” 
fans  are  hoping  to  see  him  score 
25  points.  Schofield  won  both  the 
high  and  low  hurdles  last  year, 
and  is  almost  certain  to  repeat.  He 
is  expected  to  add  the  100  yard 
and  the  220  yard  sprints  to  his 
list  of  victories  and  may  also  gain 
a first  in  the  broad  jump. 

Nine  of  the  defending  divisional 
champions  are  back  for  competi- 
tion seeking  to  again  take  firsif 
points  for  their  schools.  * 

Personal  duals  will  feature  the 
meet  with  the  John  Verney-Eddie 
Peterson  scrap  in  the  shot;  the 
Ernest  Barlow-Henry  Tormey  con- 
test in  the  mile;  the  Aldo  Nicholes 
- Steve  Rushforth  feud  in  the  quar- 
ter mile;  the  fight  between  the  two 
Aggie  aces,  Eugene  Hart  and 
Louis  Roberts  in  the  two-mile,  and 
the  relay  dual  between  the  Utah 
and  “Y’’  crews. 

One  of  the  outstanding  contests 
of  the  day  will  be  the  mile  run. 
Ernest  Barlow  of  the  Utes  and 
Henry  Tormey  of  the  Farmers  fin- 
ished in  a dead  heat  at  the  “U” 
stadium  last  Saturday  and  are  an- 
ticipating the  meet  tomorrow. 

Among  the  probable  first  place 
winners  we  find  George  Gourley 
who  holds  the  conference  pole 
vault  record  at  13  feet  2 and  7-8  in- 
ches; Hugh  Cannon,  conference 
discus  champion;  John  Verney, 
shot  put;  Dale  Schofield  in  the 
two  hurdle  events,  the  100  and  the 
220  yard  sprints;  and  the  mile  re- 
lay team  composed  of  Canning, 
Anderson,  Crane,  and  Brooks  from 
Brigham  Young;  Knewell  Rush- 
forth in  the  high  jump  and  Jack 
Thornley,  javelin,  both  conference 
champions  and  Karl  Schleckman  in 
the  hammer  throw  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah;  and  Eugene  Hart 
in  the  two  mile  event  from  Utah 
State  college. 

Possibilities  of  placing  first  are 
divided  about  evently  between 
Schofield,  “Y”  and  Rushforth,  “U” 
in  the  broad  jump;  Barlow,  “U” 
and  Tormey,  U.A.C.  in  the  mile; 
Steve  Rushforth,  U.A.C.  and  Aldo 
Nichols,  “U”  in  the  quarter  mile; 
and  Mennel  Taylor,  “Y”  and  Al- 
bert Barlow,  “U”  in  the  half 
mile. 

However,  it  is  the  seconds  and 
thirds  that  oftimes  determine  the 
outcome  of  meets  and  the  well  bal- 
anced Brigham  Young  aggregation 
is  stronger  here  than  its  other  ri- 
vals.
